Germany's "Peace of Violence." 


Most pe.ople outside of Germany will believe tii^sl:\temeii 


recently made by Malhias Ersberger, vice-premier and.minis 
ler of'finance in the German National Assembly, in winch lie 
said lhat England and France infidc a sincere move:for peace 
in '..917 through the Vatican. Tlie statement is contradicted 
bv George Michaelis, the former imperial chancellor, but there 
is"much.to indicate that it is true nevertheless. 


Mr Ersberger says a note was addressed to Imperial Chan- 


cellor Michaelis by England, a note to which the French gov- 
ernment assented, designed to open tlie way for peace nego- 
tiations and the attainment of a peace which it was hoped 
would be satisfactory to all.. He also calls attention to the lact 
that in 1916 President Wilson used every efl'orl to bring about 
jx-ace, and declares that Mr. Wilson's peace work was sabot- 
aged'by the proclamation of unrestricted submarine warfare. 
The proposition from England and France was not favorably 
received and the war went o'n. 


Mr. Ersberger makes another interesting statement. 
II is 


this: "'The collapse:of Germany was not brought about by 
revolution, but by madness of the country's political and mili- 
tary authorities, by lack of a supreme military command. 
These so-called authorities intimidated and terrorized the Ger- 
man people and are still pursuing these aims. We had to ac- 
cept a peace of violence because that was the only way out." 


Whatever may be thought of Mr. Erzherger's olher state- 


incuts, there can'be no questioning Ihe correctness of the lat- 
ter. Germany did has to accept a "peace of violence," as it 
pleases'her to call it, "as the only way < out." There are the- 
best reasons for believing lhat she might have had an honor- 
able peace nearly two years before if lhat had been what she 
was seeking, but it was not. At that time she expected to win 
(•he war, to draw the map of the world to her own liking and 
to-demand indemnities froin the conquered nations sufficient 
to-pay,all of lierwa'r cost's and leave a handsome pile besides. 


The revelation of this incident of the war was hardly neces- 


sary to show what Germany's-uiim were from the start. That 
waS'Clear cnqugh lo the rest of,the world from (lie beginning. 
She felt able, to vanquish all comers and openly boasled, "The 
more enemies the more glory." 
- • 


11 ij easy to' understand that al a time when Germany was 


in confident expectation of victory she was in no moot) to 
talk'peace. 
Unrestricted submarine warfare was declared, 


bul'ii failed to dq the business. The tide of battle was turned 
when the Americans arrived and the conflict went on until the 
haiighly.German leaders had to accept what they are pleased 
tuhterm a "peace of violence" as the only way out. 


• On the whole, perhaps it is as well that Germany did not 
embrace the opportunity for peace when it was presented. 
Her rccfusal cost many lives and much treasure, but the re- 
sult was a victory for world freedom lhat is worth the cost, 
and the humbling of the mightiest and haughtiest.power that 
ever raised its arm in Ihe'lippc a'nd expectation of dominating 
the^world and enriching itself at the expense of other peoples;
